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Bryan  Resigns  as  Ohio  President,  Will 

Stay  Until  Successor  Appointed 

Ends  Administrative  Career 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees on  June  8,  1925,  President  Elmer 
Burritt  Bryan  submitted  his  resignation 
as  chief  executive  officer  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity to  take  effect  Sept.  1.  The  an- 
nouncement was  received  with  surprise 
and  keenest  regret 
by  the  trustees  and 
the  citizens  of 
Athens  and  alumni 
generally,  to  whom 
;he  news  spread  with 
a  rapidity  to  prove 
the  old  adage  that 
**bad  news  travels 
fast."  Coming  as  it 
did  at  the  beginning 
of  the  university's 
largest  and  most 
successful  C  o  m  - 
mencement,  the  an- 
nouncement was  a 
genuine  shock  to 
hundreds  of  visiting 
friends  and  grad- 
uates. A  committee 
of  the  board  was  at 
once  appointed  to 
select  a  successor. 
At  this  time,  how- 
ever, the  committee 
has  not  made  a  re- 
port. 

On  September  1, 
as  a  result  of  a  re- 
quest of  the  com- 
mittee for  more 
time     in     which     to 

comb  the  country  for  a  suitable  suc- 
cessor and  to  his  own  reluctance  to 
cause  the  university  to  enter  upon  a 
year  of  anticipated  superlative  activity 
without  a  helmsman,  Dr.  Bryan  consent- 
ed to  remain  in  office  until  the  trustees 
should  make  a  satisfactory  selection  of 
a  new  executive.  This  latest  decision 
of  the  president  has  seemed  to  assuage, 
slightly,  the  genuine  sorrow  of  the  thou- 
sands of  friends  of  the  university  who 
have  watched  the  remarkable  spiritual 
and  material  development  of  the  school 
under  his  guidance. 

Dr.    Bryan,   in   explaining  the   reason 
for  his  action,  says  that  he  has  long  de- 


sired to  retire  from  active  educational 
work  and  leadership  to  follow  his  life's 
ambition — lecturing  and  writing,  time 
for  neither  of  which  is  permitted  a  busy 
executive.  His  own  expression  of  his 
retirement  at  the  age  of  sixty  is  that  he 
desires  "leisure  to 
be  bus  y."  He  is 
recognized  today  as 
the  highest  paid  ed- 
ucational lecturer  on 
the  American  plat- 
form and  because  of 
his  wide  experience 
and  acquaintance- 
ship, his  educational 
w  r  i  t  i  n  g  i3  are  as 
eagerly  sought. 
Trans  -continental 
trips  to  fill  only  a 
comparatively  small 
number  of  lecture 
engagements,  and 
an  unaccepted  offer 
of  many  thousands 
of  dollars  to  become 
an  editorial  con- 
tributor to  one  of 
the  nation's  great- 
est magazines,  are 
indicative  of  his 
popularity.  He  sayis, 
"My  resign  ation 
merely  marks  a  shift 
of  emphasis  from 
administering  to  lec- 
turing and  v^'iting. 
That  is  the  true  an- 
swer, and  the  only  answer,  to  the  ques- 
tion, 'Why  did  he  resign?'  " 

The  administrative  career  of  Dr.  Bry- 
an, including  the  presidencies  of  Frank- 
lin College  and  Colgate  and  Ohio  uni- 
versities, covers  a  period  of  twenty 
years.  Before  that  time  he  had  been 
at  the  head  of  educational  affairs  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  a  teacher  in  va- 
rious schools  and  universities  in  the 
United  States.  When  he  came  to  Ohio 
University  from  Colgate,  of  which  he 
was  the  head  from  1909  to  1921,  he  was 
then  at  the  point  of  retirement  from 
educational  administration,  which  as  his 
best  friends  knew,  he  has  never  sought, 
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and  as  a  result  of  which  he  has  always 
been  free  to  carry  through  his  own  poli- 
cies; policies  which  educational  leaders 
agree  have  been  far-reaching  and  result 
bringing.  He  came  to  Ohio  University 
with  the  understanding  that  he  would 
resign  when  he  no  longer  cared  to  be 
the  president  of  an  institution  of  higher 
learning.  It  was  intimated  then  that  he 
would  end  this  part  of  his  educational 
career  at  Ohio  University.  Even  with 
this  knowledge  the  board  of  trustees 
accepted  his  resignation  with  the  great- 
est and  most  understandable  reluctance. 

Upon  his  retirement,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Bryan  will  move  to  Columbus,  Ohio, 
where  he  has  purchased  a  home  in  Up- 
per Arlington.  The  new  home  will  be 
known  as  Forest  Place.  The  home  is 
two  squares  from  the  Scioto  Club  and 
two  miles  due  west  of  the  Ohio  State 
University  campus  in  a  large  wooded 
lot  of  native  trees  and  shrubbery.  In 
expressing  himself  to  friends  who  are 
loath  to  see  him  leave  Athens,  Dr.  Bry- 
an says,  "I  refused  to  interest  myself  in 
any  property  which  did  not  have  a  two- 
car  garage,  one  side  of  which  will  al- 
ways be  for  the  use  of  my  very  dear 
friends  of  this  city  and  university." 

The  committee  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  recommending  a  new 
president  is  composed  of  Dr.  T.  R.  Bid- 
die,  Ph.B.,  '91,  and  F.  W.  Bush,  B.Ped., 
'92,  of  Athens,  and  Arthur  C.  Johnson, 
Ex-  of  Columbus.  Dr.  Biddle  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  which  was 
successful  in  persuading  Dr.  Bryan  to 
come   to    Ohio   U. 


MurcK  Resigns  Post 


James  Deforest  Murch,  A.  B.  1915, 
since  1916  a  member  of  the  editorial 
staff  of  the  Standard  Publishing  Com- 
pany of  Cincinnati,  and  editor-in-chief 
of  "The  Lookout",  one  of  the  most 
widely-read  religious  journals  in  the 
country,  on  September  1,  severed  his 
connection  with  the  publishing  house 
and  the  religious  journal.  March's  res- 
ignation resulted  from  a  desire  to  as- 
sume the  executive  duties  of  another 
organization  which  would  grant  oppor- 
tunities for  a  still  greater  sphere  of  in- 
fluence. 

With  the  organization,  a  few  months 
ago  of  the  Christian  Restoration  Asso- 
ciation the  call  came  to  Mr.  Murch  to 
be  its  president.  It  is  an  organization 
"for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  and  the 
restoration  of  pure  religion."  It  main- 
tains several  evangelists  for  work  in 
home-mission  fields;  it  maintains  the 
Cincinnati  Bible   Seminary;  and  it  pub- 


lishes "The  Restoration  Herald."  With 
its  associated  agencies  over  $3,000,000 
worth  of  property  and  assets  are  in- 
cluded. In  addition  to  being  president 
of  the  Association  Mr.  Murch  will  edit 
the  Herald,  thus  continuing  to  give  full 
play  to  his  editorial  bent.  His  new 
headquarters  are  at  951-959  Chateau 
Ave.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 


Record  Enrollment 


One  week  before  registration  began 
it  was  predicted  that  there  would  be 
1750  students  enroll.  This  proved  to 
be  a  conservative  estimate  since,  as  this 
magazine  goes  to  press,  there  are  1819 
enrolled  with  a  few  additions  being 
made  from  day  to  day.  This  registra- 
tion figure  has  broken  all  previous  rec- 
ords. Last  year  the  number  was  ap- 
proximately seventeen  hundred  stu- 
dents. 

This  rapid  increase  in  the  enrollment 
of  the  university  is  as  much  to  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  material  and  scholas- 
tic development  of  the  institution  as  it 
is  by  the  widespread  interest  in  higher 
education.  The  freshman  class  this 
year  is  unusually  large,  which  tends  to 
advance  the  hope  that  the  student  body 
is  destined  to  increase  even  more  in 
the  future. 

The  record  for  the  past  eight  years 
will  show  that  the  registration  has  more 
than  doubled  in  that  time: 

1917 —  829  1921 — 1326 

1918 —  894  1922 — 1512 
1919 — 1024  1923 — 1564 
1920 — 1072  1924 — 1704 
Definite  feures  are  not  yet  available 

concerning  the  numbers  in  the  classes 
nor  of  the  relative  proportion  of  men 
and  women.  A  considerable  increase  in 
the  number  of  men  in  the  last  few  years 
has  tended  toward  a  gradual  equaliza- 
tion of  the  sexes,  however. 


DEGREES  CONFERRED 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  upon  the  authority  vested  in 
him  bv  the  State,  President  Bryan  con- 
ferred the  honorary  degrees  of  S.  T.  D. 
and  LL.D.,  upon  Dr.  Harry  Emerson 
Fosdick  and  Supt.  Jacob  G.  Collicott, 
respectively,  at  the  annual  commence- 
ment last  June.  Dr.  Fosdick  was  the 
commencem.ent  speaker,  delivering  both 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  and  the  Com- 
mencement Address.  The  degree '  of 
Doctor  of  Sacred  Theology  is  one  rarely 
conferred  and  was  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  New  York  divine.  Mr.  Collicott 
is  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  city 
of  Columbus,  Ohio. 
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The   Memorial   Auditorium 

Of  those  alumni  who  are,  sincerely 
enough,  but  somewhat  heatedly  opposed 
to  the  location  of  the  Memorial  Audi- 
torium as  determined  upon  by  a  joint 
committee  representing  the  alumni  and 
the  board  of  trustees,  we  ask  a  hearing 
of  the  facts  and  a  fair  consideration  of 
them.  A  true  comprehension  and  ap- 
preciation of  the  difficulties  involved  in 
the  task  will  eliminate,  in  most  cases, 
the  feeling  of  disappointment  and  dis- 
satisfaction. It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  an  auditorium  to  be  of  any  prac- 
tical value  to  the  university  and  the 
sudent  body  must  be  located  near  or  at 
the  center  of  campus  activities,  which 
means  either  on  the  campus  or  on  one 
of  the  streets  adjacent  to  it.  A  campus 
site  was  the  last  to  be  considered  and 
was  so  because  there  was  no  other  alter- 
native. 

Representatives  of  the  university 
have  tried  for  over  two  years  to  acquire 
at  a  reasonable  figure  enough  space  for 
the  proposed  building.  Because  of  the 
size  of  the  lot  required,  difficulties  in 
securing  a  group  of  properties  were  en- 
countered. The  cheapest  combination 
of  property  units  that  were  desirable 
was  held  by  its  owners  for  $60,000. 
Other  combinations  which  were  not  in- 
vestigated because  of  their  prohibitive 
values,  were  estimated  at  as  high  as 
$100,000.  Before  arriving  at  their  de- 
cision the  board  saw  that  it  was  a  case 
of  either  buying  a  piece  of  useless  prop- 
erty or  investing  in  a  buiding  with  no 
ground  on  which  to  build  it.  There  was 
no  way  of  having  both.  The  legislature 
has  repeatedly  refused  to  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  for  building  sites 
as  were  demanded  by  'round-the-cam- 
pus  property  owners.  There  is  little 
reason,  again,  to  believe  that  after  hav- 
ing given  a  generous  sum  to  complete 
the  building  fund  they  would  further 
set  aside  $60,000  or  $90,000  for  a  site. 
Even  if  they  did  it  would  be  only  a  little 
short  of  two  years  before  the  money 
would  or  could  become  available.  With 
this  knowledge  the  board  refused  to 
consider  the  prices  asked  for  such  lots 
as  could  be  had  at  any  price  and  came 
to  their  final  decision.  One  member  of 
the  board,  an  alumnus  of  undoubted  de- 
votion to  the  best  interests  of  the  school 
and  appreciative  of  the  views  of  his 
fellow  alumni,  upon  returning  to  his 
home  after  the  June  meeting,  reported

to  questioners  that  he  had  been  unalter- 
ably opposed  to  a  campus  location  until 
he  had  personally  become  acquainted 
with  the  situation.  He  urged  that  those 
who  profess  to  be  irreconcilable  to  the 
present  action  get  intimately  in  touch 
with  affairs  and  strive  to  understand 
the  difficulties  of  the  position  of  the 
board.  As  indicative  of  the  desire  and 
anxiety  of  board  members  to  preserve 
the  front  campus  free  of  buildings  it 
may  be  said  that  some  even  advocated 
the  wrecking  of  Cutler  Hall  and,  if 
necessary.  East  and  West  Wings,  in  or- 
der to  secure  a  site. 

The  Alumni  Secretary  has  studied  the 
matter  seriously  from  all  the  angles 
that  he  knows.  We  have  walked  about 
and  through  the  campus  attempting  to 
visualize  the  new  alignment  of  build- 
ings. With  the  careful  planning  of 
the  architects  we  do  not  feel  that  the 
building  will  destroy  the  beauty  of  the 
front  campus,  while  at  the  same  time  it 
will  doubtless  serve  its  purpose  a  hun- 
dred times  better  than  if  it  were  located 
even  a  few  hundred  feet  away  from 
the  beaten  campus  paths.  Not  all  alum- 
ni will  be  able  to  see  it  in  that  light 
now.  Some  will  likely  never  agree.  But 
we  are  sure  that  the  vast  majority  of 
alumni  will  not  be  in  the  least  disan- 
pointed  after  the  building  has  been 
erected  and  they  find  that  their  fears  as 
to  the  marring  of  the  campus  have 
proved   groundless. 


Athletics  and  Publicity 

In  response  to  a  recent  appeal  from 
the  alumni  office  for  a  greater  interest 
in,  and  loyalty  to,  their  Alma  Mater  on 
the  part  of  many  alumni,  a  prominent 
New  York  City  alumnus  gives  assurance 
that  better  athletics  and  better  public- 
ity will  turn  the  trick.  Probably  that 
is  true,  at  least  a  well  balanced  athletic 
program  that  meets  with  reasonable 
success  and  the  utilization  of  the  legiti- 
mate and  desirable  means  of  acquaint- 
ing the  world  of  one's  activities  cannot 
be  very  severely  criticized.  But  the  be- 
lief that  a  stadium,  a  gymnasium,  or  the 
athletic  prowess  of  a  small  group  of 
men  is  a  fetish  to  work  wonders  in  the 
hearts  of  large  numbers  of  alumni  is  a 
mistaken  one.  We  would  not  for  a  mo- 
ment have  it  thought  that  we  are  op- 
posed in  any  way  to  the  highest  devel- 
opment of  the  athletic  program  at  Ohio 
University,   and   under   the   present   or- 
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g-anization  of  the  athletic  department  it 
is  certain  that  results  satisfactory  to 
our  New  York  grad  will  be  achieved. 
Our  only  point  is  that  if  a  graduate  has 
no  other  grounds  for  thinking  with 
pride  of  his  school  than  because  of  suc- 
cess in  athletics,  however  desirable  that 
may  be,  his  interest  will  be  only  an  oc- 
casional one  for  it  must  sometimes  hap- 
pen that  defeat  will  be  the  lot  of  even 
the  best  of  athletic  enterprises.  We 
have  no  reason  to  criticize  the  state- 
ment, and,  with  the  caution  against  a 
one-sided  loyalty  implied,  we  grant  that 
there  are  few  things  that  aid  more  in 
bringing  about  the  end  in  mind. 

In  order  to  give  assui'ance  that  the 
university  is  not  unmindful  of  these 
things  it  is  only  necessary  to  point  to 
the  steady  upward  rise  of  Ohio's  ath- 
letic teams  due  to  excellent  coaching 
and  proper  encouragement.  It  may  also 
be  pointed  out  that  the  department  of 
Journalism  is  sponsoring  a  news  bureau 
this  year  which  is  expected  to  bring  the 
name  of  Ohio  University  before  the 
eyes  of  thousands  of  newspaper  readers 
every  week.  It  is  offering  a  news  ser- 
vice to  every  daily  publication  in  the 
state  embracing: 

1.  News  stories  concerning  students 
from  their  county  and  adjoining  coun- 
ties. 

2.  Sport  stories  by  mail  at  least 
three  times  a  week. 

3.  Wire  stories  of  football,  basket- 
ball, and  baseball  games  played  in 
Athens. 

4.  University  news  stories  by  mail. 

5.  University  feature  stories  by 
mail. 

6.  Photographs  of  persons  or  events 
that  have  local  interest. 

7.  Photographs  of  general  univer- 
sity events. 

With  the  single  exception  of  the  last 
item  the  entire  service  is  available  to 
newspapers  that  want  it,  free  of  charge. 
As  a  result  of  an  inquiry  made  to  state 
newspaper  editors  several  hundred  of 
them  made  application  for  and  are  now 
receiving  some  parts  or  all  of  the  above 
service.  In  addition  to  the  efforts  men- 
tioned, the  news  bureau  has  secured  an 
agreement  from  the  Associated  Press, 
the  United  Press  and  the  International 
News  Service  to  accept  wire  stories  and 
scores  for  general  broadcasting.  Alum- 
ni at  a  distance  have  long  been  disap- 
pointed by  their  inability  to  learn  the 
scores  of  Ohio's  games  immediately 
after  they  were  played.  It  is  hoped 
that  with  the  new  arrangements  our 
friends  in  New  York  and  Chicago  will 
be  able  to  find  at  least  a  record  of  the 
score  of  each  contest  in  which  Ohio 
teams  are  participants. 


What   About   Those   Cards? 

In  the  Alumni  Office,  in  addition  to 
multitudinous  other  duties,  there  is  one 
round,  hour  after  hour,  and  day  after 
day  hunting  for  the  addresses  of  folks 
for  chapter  officers  or  other  alumni  who 
write  in  requesting  names  and  addres- 
ses for  personal  reasons.  Often  times 
we  can  fill  such  requests  satisfactorily 
but  many  times  we  cannot,  due  to  incor- 
rect and  unverified  addresses.  Prior  to 
the  first  of  the  month  we  attempted  to 
get  in  touch  with  every  living  graduate 
of  the  university.  In  our  letter  was  en- 
closed the  annual  address  verification 
card  printed  on  a  government  pos- 
tal card.  Less  than  twenty-five  percent 
of  these  cards  have  been  returned  to 
date  despite  the  special  urge  to  do  so. 
The  secretaries  of  our  alumni  chapters 
are  already  calling  for  lists  of  the 
graduates  in  their  vicinities.  Some  of 
the  address  rosters  that  we  are  forced 
to  give  them  are  severe  tests  of  good 
humor  and  result  in  much  expenditure 
of  money  for  needless  postage  bills. 
True,  these  cards  went  out  together 
with  an  urge  for  an  affiliation  with  the 
Alumni  Association  but  the  plea  was 
added  that  the  cards  be  completed  and 
returned  whether  the  $2.00  for  dues  ac- 
companied them  or  not.  Can't  we 
have  these  cards  immediately  from 
those  who  so  far  have  overlooked  send- 
ing them  back. 


That  Summer  Number 

A  lot  of  people  reported  that  they 
had  failed  to  receive  the  summer  num- 
ber of  the  Ohio  Alumnus  which  had 
been  promised  in  lieu  of  one  of  the 
spring  numbers  that  failed  to  ma- 
terialize. Well,  being  in  possession  of 
the  inside  dope,  we  took  their  word  for 
it.  Probably  they  didn't  get  it.  At  any 
rate  there  was  none  published,  which 
may  account  for  their  failure  to  receive 
it.  Why?  Just  the  same  old  story — 
lack  of  funds  due  to  lack  of  support 
from  alumni  generally.  We  are  not 
complaining  to  YOU.  You  are  not  at 
fault  or  you  would  not  be  on  the  mail- 
ing list  to  receive  this  copy.  But  be- 
cause of  the  indifference  of  others  the 
alumni  association  falls  down  in  its  ef- 
forts to  publish  a  magazine  worthy  of 
the  name  it  bears  and  to  function  in 
the  one  hundred  and  one  helpful  ways 
for  which  a  central  alumni  office  is  cre- 
ated.

Britishers    Lose    to    Ohio    Debaters 

A  packed  auditorium,  with  not  even 
standing  room  available,  greeted  the  de- 
baters of  Cambridge  University,  Eng- 
land, and  the  men  of  Ohio  University 
in  their  clash  of  wits  and  logic  on  the 
evening  of  Oct.  8.  In  accordance  with 
the  English  custom,  no  judges  were  ap- 
pointed and  no  decision  rendered.  The 
question  for  debate  was:  Resolved,  That 
the  future  of  the  race  depends  more 
upon  the  sciences  than  upon  the  arts  and 
humanities. 

Cambridge,  taking  the  negative,  was 
defended  by  Michael  Ramsey,  Geoffrey 
Lloyd  and  Patrick  Devlin.  The  delivery 
and  personalities  of  the  visitors  were 
particularly  pleasing.  A  vote  taken 
from  less  than  half  the  audience,  who 
were  asked  to  judge  on  the  merits  of  the 
question,  showed  268  votes  for  the  af- 
firmative and  89  for  the  negative. 


Summer   Graduations 

Ninety-six  students  received  degrees 
or  diplomas  at  the  end  of  the  summer 
session  on  August  15.  Sixteen,  A.  B., 
three  A.  B.  in  Commerce,  and  twenty- 
five  B.  S.  in  Education  degrees  were 
conferred  at  that  time.  In  addition 
fifty-five  students  were  awarded  two- 
year  diplomas  in  commerce,  industrial 
education,  public  school  music,  etc. 

The  work  of  the  past  summer  was  a 
cross  section  of  the  regular  university 
curriculum.  Credits  and  requirements 
are  now  on  a  par  with  that  of  a  regular 
semester.  A  student  lacking  only  a 
small  number  of  hours  of  credit  may 
complete  his  work  and  receive  an 
actual  diploma  now  without  it  being 
necessary  to  return  the  following  June.

New  Buildings  Near  Completion 


The  steady  and  continued  material 
development  of  Ohio  University  calls 
for  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
teaching  staff.  This  year  ten  new  mem- 
bers have  been  added  to  the  faculty, 
while  three  members  who  have  been  on 
leaves  of  absence  have  resumed  their 
work. 

Two  new  members  have  been  added 
to  the  department  of  English  and  one 
to  the  department  of  Journalism.  Ham- 
ilton M.  Smyser  is  assistant  professor  of 
English.  He  received  his  Bachelor's  de- 
gree from  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  later 
took  graduate  work  at  Ohio  State  where 
he  received  the  A.  M.  degree.  Mr.  Smy- 
ser is  the  son  of  Dean  Smyser  of  Ohio 
Wesleyan  University.  Miss  Genevieve 
Apgar  is  also  an  assistant  professor  of 
English.  She  received  her  A.  B.  from 
the  University  of  Missouri  and  the  A. 
M.  from  Columbia  University.  Wesley 
H.  Maurer,  a  sketch  of  whom  anpears 
elsewhere,  is  associated  with  the  de- 
partment of  Journalism  and  is  director 
of  the  journalism  laboratory. 

Amos  C.  Anderson  has  joined  the  in- 
structional force  of  the  denartment  of 
Psvcholoev  to  fill  the  position  formerly 
held  by  E.  B.  South,  who  is  now  teach- 
ing at  Ohio  State.  Mr.  Anderson  holds 
the  Ph.  D.  degree  from  the  University 
of  Iowa. 

Kate  J.  Atwood  is  assistant  professor 
of  Geography  and  Geologv.  She  teaches 
the  classes  formerly  taught  by  Prof.  C. 
E.  Cooper,  who  is  now  on  a  leave  of 
absence.  She  received  the  A.  B.  degree 
from  the  Universitv  of  Chicago  and  the 
A.  M.  from  Clark  University.  Miss  At- 
wood is  a  sister  of  the  present  executive 
of  Clark  University. 

Ann  Smith,  a  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin,  is  an  instructor  in 
the  department  of  Physical  Education 
for  Women,  bringing  the  number  of 
teachers  in  this  department  to  four. 
Miss  Smith  is  especially  adept  at  swim- 
ming, having  been  in  amateur  compe- 
tition under  the  colors  of  the  Detroit 
Athletic  Club. 

D.  B.  Greene  comes  as  a  teacher  in 
the  Physics  department.  Mr.  Greene 
did  the  work  for  his  Master's  degree  at 
the  University  of  Indiana. 

The  staff  of  the  Sociology  department 
has  been  augmented  by  the  coming  of 


H.  J.  Jeddaloh,  who  holds  a  Master's  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
and  the  Ph.  D.  from  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. 

Alice  Holman,  of  New  York  City,  will 
be  an  instructor  in  the  School  of  Music 
during  the  absence,  on  leave,  of  Mrs. 
Margaret  Benedict  who  is  studying  in 
New  York. 

Carrie  Weber,  a  graduate  of  Colum- 
bia University,  is  an  instructor  in  Art  in 
the  College  of  Education. 

Anne  C.  Keating,  who  graduated 
from  Pratt  Institute,  has  succeeded  the 
late  Charles  G.  Matthews  as  librarian. 
She  was  formerly  librarian  at  the  Indi- 
ana State  Normal  College. 

Robert  L.  Morton,  who  has  been  do- 
ing graduate  work  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, for  the  past  two  years,  has  re- 
turned to  Ohio  U.  to  take  up  his  work 
again  as  professor  of  mathematics  in 
the  College  of  Education.  He  received 
the  Ph.  D.  degree  last  June. 

Ida  M.  Patterson,  after  a  year's  ab- 
sence, has  resumed  her  work  in  the 
Home  Economics  department  while 
Elizabeth  Earhart  has  also  returned  and 
is  now  teaching  in  the  department  of 
School  Music. 


The  completion  of  Putnam  Hall  and 
Super  Hall  in  December  will  mark  an 
important  step  in  the  rather  extensive 
building-  program  as  projected  by  the 
universitv  administrators.  The  work  on 
the  training  school  (Putnam  Hall)  and 
the  engineering  building  (Suner  Hall) 
has  progressed  rapidly  since  the  beein- 
ning  of  their  construction.  The  facilities 
offered  by  these  two  buildings  when 
turned  over  for  use  will  relieve  a  much 
felt  congestion  in  the  Science  building 
and  the  nresent  Training  School  build- 
ing. Mr.  Van  Gundy,  of  the  Van  Gundy- 
Beck  Co..  states  that  the  buildings 
should  be  in  active  use  by  the  beginning 
of  the  second  semester.  The  comple- 
tion of  the  buildings  proper  must  be 
followed  by  the  installation  of  equip- 
ment. 

The  birth  of  Ohio  University  was 
evidenced  by  the  erection  of  the  first 
buiMine.  June  1,  1809.  Since  that  time 
33  buildings  have  either  been  built  or 
purchased.    Ten  of  the  thirty-three  uni- 
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versity  owned  structures  were  private 
residences  which  have  been  converted 
into   "sub-dormitories"   for  women. 

Super  Hall  will  house  the  depart- 
ments of  Electrical  and  Civil  Engineer- 
ing and  the  department  of  Industrial 
Education.  Part  of  the  department  of 
Physics  will  also  be  accommodated.  It 
will  be  the  first  four  story  building  in 
the  university  group.  It  is  an  imposing 
structure  and  visible  for  quite  a  dis- 
tance to  visitors  entering  the  city  from 
the  south.  It  stands  beside  the  Ohio 
Gym,  the  two  of  which  are  probably  the 
best  architectural  examples  on  the  cam- 
pus. The  basement  will  be  given  over 
to  an  automobile  shop.  On  the  first 
floor  will  be  the  machine  shop,  forge 
room,  physics  laboratory,  lecture  room, 
mill  room,  and  meter  and  heat  research 
laboratory. 

A  print  shop,  a  cabinet  making  shop, 
a  large  bench  room,  a  trimming  and 
pattern  making  shop,  a  sheet  metal  shop 
and  a  large  lecture  room  will  comprise 
the  second  floor. 

The  third  floor  w.ill  be  occupied  by  a 
huge  general  laboratory  with  lecture 
room,  and  the  radio  laboratory. 

The  drafting  department,  cement  and 
concrete  laboratory,  and  all  other  Civil 
Engineering  departments  will  occupy 
the  fourth  floor. 

The  main  problem  in  building  Put- 
nam Hall  was  to  get  an  adequate  foun- 
dation. Many  weeks  and  $14,000  were 
spent  in  drivmg  down  piles  on  which  to 
pour  the  concrete  foundation.  It  has 
no  basement.  On  the  first  floor  are  the 
home  economics  and  manual  training 
departments,  three  grade  units,  two 
extra  classrooms,  and  the  auditorium 
and  gymnasium.  The  second  floor  in- 
cludes five  grade  units,  offices,  rest 
rooms  and  a  roof  garden  over  the  audi- 
torium. On  the  third  floor  are  four 
grade  units  and  a  psychology  clinic  and 
laboratory. 

With  the  use  of  these  two  new  build- 
ings a  number  of  adjustments  will  be 
made  in  the  location  of  departments. 
As  soon  as  the  civil  engineering  depart- 
ment is  removed  from  East  Wing  the 
entire  building  will  be  turned  over  for 
the  use  of  Ohio  University  women.  The 
present  plan  is  to  have  the  offices  of  the 
dean  of  women  occupy  one  suite;  one 
room  will  be  given  to  the  women  of  the 
faculty  for  a  club  room;  rest  and  read- 
ing rooms  will  be  furnished  for  the  stu- 
dents, and  rooms  for  honorary  girls  or- 
ganizations will  fill  up  the  remainder  of 
the  building. 


Laboratory  For  Journalists 

Ohio  University  is  starting  this  fall  a 
notable  pioneer  work  in  the  training  of 
newspaper  workers  as  the  result  of  a 
plan  outlined  by  Professor  George  Starr 
Lasher,  head  of  the  Department  of 
Journalism,  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Bush,  pub- 
lisher of  the  Athens  Messenger.  Stu- 
dents who  have  made  a  satisfactory 
showing  in  the  classroom  will  be  assign- 
ed, as  laboratory  work,  reporting  and 
copy-reading  on  the  Messenger.  They 
will  work  under  the  supervision  of 
Wesley  H.  Maurer,  who  joined  the  Ohio 
University  faculty  this  fall  as  assistant 
professor  of  journalism.  He  will  also 
serve  as  city  editor  of  the  Messenger. 
While  a  number  of  schools  of  journal- 
ism in  this  country  offer  labatory  work 
on  campus  publications  or  on  a  com- 
munity newspaper  published  by  the 
school,  actual  work  in  reporting  and 
copyreading  on  a  commercial  news- 
paper is  offered  only  by  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. 

Although  the  Department  of  Journal- 
ism was  inaugurated  only  last  year, 
over  seventy-five  different  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  courses.  This 
year  many  students  enrolled  in  the 
University  particularly  because  of  the 
work  in  journalism  which  is  being  offer- 
ed. The  addition  of  the  laboratory 
courses  is  expected  to  prove  a  decided- 
ly attractive  feature  as  students  will  be 
assured  practical  experience  as  well  as 
theoretical   training. 

In  August  the  Athens  Messenger  cele- 
brated its  100th  anniversary  by  mov- 
ing into  the  finest  newspaper  building 
to  be  found  in  the  United  States  in  a 
city  under  20,000  in  population.  Am- 
ple space  in  this  has  been  provided  for 
the  student  reporters  and  copyreaders 
and  special  equipment  has  been  install- 
ed for  their  use.

to  be  Reality —Treasurer  Reports 

Fund  Nearing  Completion 


On  October  9,  Mr.  George  C.  Parks, 
treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Memorial 
Fund,  reported  that  there  was  only  lack- 
ing $1,000  of  being  sufficient  funds  in 
the  treasury  to  make  a  certification  to 
the  state  department  of  finance  that 
would  insure  their  permission  for  the 
letting  of  a  general  contract  for  the 
construction  of  the  auditorium.  For 
three  years  alumni  workers  have  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  an  announce- 
ment of  definite  action  could  be  made 
and  now  it  appears  to  be  only  a  matter 
of  a  few  weeks  until  such  will  be  the 
case.  There  are  still  many  outstanding 
pledges  to  the  fund  and  a  determined 
effort  is  about  to  be  made  by  the  com- 
mittee to  collect  them.  It  is  thought, 
however,  that  with  the  securing  of  the 
additional  one  thousand  dollars  there 
will  be  enough  money  available  to  erect 
the  building  leaving  what  is  to  be  col- 
lected as  a  fund  for  the  furnishing  and 
equipping  of  the  building.  The  plans 
are  now  being  drawn  by  Howell  and 
Thomas,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  one  of  the 
leading  architectural  firms  in  the  coun- 
try. 

At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  location  for  the  building  was 
decided  upon  after  a  very  careful  and 
exhaustive  survey  of  the  possibilities 
and  a  report  submitted  by  a  location 
committee  of  board  members,  all  of 
whom  are  alumni  of  the  university.  Be- 
cause of  the  practical  and  financial  ina- 
bility of  the  board  to  secure  a 
suitable  location  off  the  campus  it  was 
definitely  decided  to  choose  a  site  on 
the  campus,  all  members  of  the  board 
but  one  concurring  in  the  decision.  The 
distances  in  feet  and  inches  are  to  be 
determined  by  the  architects  but  in 
general  the  site  will  lie  along  Univer- 
sity Terrace  extending  north  from  the 
sun  dial  to  a  point  about  seventy-five 
feet  from  the  McGuffey  Elms.  Every 
effort  for  the  conservation  of  trees  was 
made.  Only  about  ten  trees  will  be  in- 
volved according  to  present  plans,  six 
of  which  are  locust  trees  which  are  dead 
in  the  tops  and  will  shortly  be  subject 
to  removal  anyway.  No  injury  what- 
ever is  contemplated  to  the  McGuffey 
Elms  and  contrary  to  reports  which 
have  been  given  a  wide  circulation  these 
famous  old  trees  will  not  be  interfered 


with  by  the  erection  of  the  auditorium. 
The  determination  of  the  auditorium 
committee  to  collect  the  outstanding- 
subscriptions  from  tardy  and  delinquent 
subscribers  is  evidenced  by  their  action 
taken  in  the  city  of  Athens  where  legal 
procedure  has  been  resorted  to  in  a  few 
cases  to  bring  about  payments.  Mr. 
Bush,  chairman  of  the  committee,  says, 
"Approximately  $40,000  of  the  amount 
sul)scribed  is  as  yet  unpaid.  Much  of 
it — most  of  it — we  feel,  will  be  paid  vol- 
untarily. Many  of  our  subscribers  have 
stated  that  they  will  pay  as  soon  as  the 
construction  of  the  building  is  under 
way.  By  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio 
We  cannot  contract  for  such  a  building 
until  the  money  for  the  building  is  in  a 
bank  and  that  institution's  certification 
given  of  its  deposit.  What  our  sub- 
scribers are  asking  us  to  do  is  to  make 
bricks  without  straw.  We  call  upon 
them  now,  in  fairness  to  the  building 
committee  and  to  the  1786  paid-up  sub- 
scribers, to  redeem  their  obligations  to 
the  fund.  In  a  few  cases  thus  far  it 
has  been  necessary  for  us  to  bring  suit 
for  the  collection  of  these  pledges.  It 
is  not  a  pleasant  task  and  none  would 
prefer  to  avoid  it  more  than  we  but  the 
committee  feels  that  the  time  has  passed 
when  those  who  have  signed  subscrip- 
tions and  are  able  to  pay  them  shall  be 
peimicted  to  jeopardize  the  interests  to 
which  the  subscriptions  are  devoted.  We 
hope  that  an  extensive  resort  to  legal 
methods  of  collection  of  the  remaining 
pledges  will  not  be  forced  upon  us  but 
m  cases  of  persistent  neglect  to  pay  we 
shall  not  hesitate  to  take  the  only  means 
left  to  us."  Citing  other  instances  where 
similar  campaign  committees  have 
found  it  necessary  to  sue  for  pledges, 
Mr.  Bush  said,  "Contrary  to  the  be- 
liefs of  some,  the  courts  have  repeated- 
ly held  that  joint  subscriptions  for  a 
specific  purpose  and  in  consideration 
of  the  cooperation  of  others,  both  in 
payment  and  in  accomplishment  of  such 
purpose,  are  legal  and  collectible  con- 
tracts." 

If  a  contract  for  the  building  is  let 
within  the  next  four  weeks  it  is  possible 
that  the  successful  bidder  will  do  some 
preliminary  work  yet  this  fall ;  if  not 
this  fall  then  at  an  early  date  in  the 
spring.  It  is  thought  that  about  a  year 
will  be  required  to  construct  the  edifice.

dards    maintained    for    membership    on 
the  faculty. 

Mr.  Maurer  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Missouri,  in  1921,  with  the 
A.  B.  degree  from  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  The  following  year  he 
received  the  B.  S.  degree  from  the 
School  of  Business  and  Public  Admin- 
istration and  at  the  same  time  the 
Bachelor  of  Journalism  degree  from  the 
School  of  Journalism.  After  leaving  the 
university  he  became  city  editor  of  the 
Mexico  (Mo.)  Evening  Ledger,  holding 
this  position   for  two  years.      The  next 


year  he  went  to  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan as  an  instructor  in  Journalism. 

While  at  Michigan,  Mr.  Maurer  in- 
troduced a  laboratory  for  the  depart- 
ment of  Rhetoric  and  Journalism  which 
attracted  nation-wide  interest  because 
of  its  unique  organization.  It  was  in 
the  form  of  a  Vv^eekly  paper  containing 
news,  editorial  and  feature.  It  was  of 
regular  newspaper  dimensions.  Influ- 
ential editors  and  publishers  from  over 
the  state  of  Michigan  each  printed  an 
issue  of  the  publication,  the  students 
editing  the  paper  throughout.  The  pa- 
per was  then  sold  on  the  campus,  ac- 
quiring a  rapid  popularity  and  consid- 
erable influence.  The  laboratory  meth- 
od was  also  of  interest  because  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  has  long  stood  for 
the  academic  training  of  journalism  stu- 
dents as  opposed  to  the  practical. 

x\s  is  stated  elsewhere,  Mr.  Maurer  is 
to  be  jointly  a  member  of  the  faculty 
and  city  editor  of  the  Athens  Daily 
Messenger.  He  will  have  charge  of  the 
work  of  the  students  in  connection  with 
the  newspaper.  Students  who  complete 
the  work  in  journalism  here  at  Ohio 
University  will  undoubtedly  have  a 
training  equal  to  that  of  other  well 
known  and  highly  rated  schools  of  jour- 
nalism. 

Seven  students  have  been  enrolled 
under  Prof.  Maurer.  Only  a  limited 
number  will  be  admitted  each  year  and 
only  those  students  who  can  be  recom- 
mended to  the  newspapers  of  the  state 
as  "finished  reporters"  will  be  passed.

Scholastic  "lame  ducks"  who  have  been 
bounced  from  other  campu3e3  find  Reg- 
istrar Frank  B  Dilley,  chairman  of  the 
entrance  committee,  a  very  formidable 
end  astute  person  when  they  rap  at  the 
gv.tes  of  Ohio  University.

Dear  Clark: 

I  am  enclosing  to  you  a  letter  which 
I  thought  might  be  of  interest  to  you  as 
Alumni  Secretary.  I  am  glad  that 
Harry  De  La  Rue  is  moving  up  in  his 
profession  for  he  vi^as  a  fine  young  man 
in  every  way  when  in  college  and  his 
long  service  in  his  last  post  is  proof  of 
his  staying  qualities.  Perhaps  I  am 
the  more  partial  to  him  for  if  I  recall 
aright  he  has  not  failed  once  since  leav- 
ing college  to  remember  me  at  Christ- 
mas time  with  a  card  of  greeting.  When 
in  New  Orleans  in  May  I  had  hoped 
to  see  him  but  his  town  was  some  eigh- 
ty miles  away  and  even  so,  he  wrote  me 
he  would  have  run  down  to  see  me  if  I 
could  remain  over  a  little  longer.  But 
the  limits  of  my  time  and  increasing 
heat  of  an  opressive  character  bade  me 
move  northward. 

I  was  very  fond  of  Newman  Powell. 
There  was  quite  a  number  of  that  fami- 
ly in  college  and  all  morally  minded 
young  people  and  I  hope  all  has  gone 
well  with  them. 

I  am  not  clear  as  to  Roberts  but  re- 
call Kenney  well,  and  also  his  family. 
While  in  New  Orleans  I  called  up  Clar- 
ence Henson  and  had  hoped  to  get  out 
lo  see  him  in  his  school  but  failed  to  do 
so,  but  from  the  tone  of  his  voice  and 
what  he  said,  inferred  that  he  had  found 
a  good  work  in  that  rare  old  city. 

While  in  Albuquerque,  where  I  tar- 
ried one  night,  I  visited  with  Willard 
Guy's  lovely  little  family  of  three  girls 
and  one  boy.  Willard  and  his  wife  had 
gone  for  a  few  days  change  to  a  con- 
vention of  our  people,  travelling  by 
auto  a  distance  of  some  300  miles. 
Such  distances  seem  small  incidents  in 
that  great  country.  But  I  met  quite 
a  number  of  his  church  people  and  the 
affection  in  which  they  held  him  and 
intelligence  and  loveliness  of  his  fam- 
ily were  proof  that  the  Gods  were  pour- 
ing out  rich  gifts  upon  him,  a  further 
proof  being  found  in  the  warmth  and 
hopefulness  and  faith  as  manifested  in 
his  letter. 

After  leaving  Athens  we  spent  July 
and  August  in  Chatauqua.      I  need  not 
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say  that  there  I  met  many  more  old 
friends  and  acquaintances,  this  time 
largely  from  Youngstown,  Cleveland 
and  North  Ohio.  But  I  found  one  person 
who  was  indeed  a  joy  to  meet  again, 
even  as  it  was  a  great  comfort  to  have 
had  her  about  in  Athens.  I  refer  to 
Winifred  Higgins,  now  Mrs.  Clarence 
McAmbley  of  Custer  City,  Pa.  a  little 
suburb,  as  it  were,  of  Bradford.  Surely 
the  years  have  been  good  to  her,  good 
in  the  person  of  her  husband,  a  man  of 
unusual  capacity  and  good  sense,  and 
warmth  of  heart,  and  good  also  in  the 
possession  of  two  little  boys  and  a  little 
daughter  way  beyond  the  average  child 
of  their  age.  If  one  would  wish  the 
proof,  let  him  listen  to  the  conversation 
of  those  little  chaps,  and  let  him  also 
mingle  in  the  family  life.  In  another 
way  she  has  been  blessed,  for  one  day 
Mr.  McAmbley  drove  us  to  their  home 
some  25  miles  away,  over  hills  and 
down  dales,  in  an  out  of  interesting 
towns  of  western  Pa. — Warren,  Brad- 
ford, Salmanaca,  Jamestown,  Little  Val- 
ley, etc. — over  the  finest  of  roads,  thru 
great  forests  rich  in  all  manner  of  floral 
iife,  besides  the  most  beautiful  pf 
streams  small  and  large,  including  the 
Allegheny,  and  coming  up  at  night  in 
their  lovely  home  in  Custer  City.  I  do 
not  know  when  I  have  had  a  nobler  ride 
nor  when  I  have  experienced  a  finer 
hospitality  than  at  the  hands  of  those 
dear  people.  Mr.  McAmbley  is  the  gen- 
eral superintenedent  of  a  chemical  fac- 
tory, engaged  in  reducing  out  of  wood 
various  elements  as  wood  alcohol,  aci- 
tate  of  lime  and  other  products,  leaving 
a  valuable  and  saleable  product  in  the 
form  of  charcoal. 

As  for  Winifred  I  need  not  say  that 
the  promise  of  youth  is  passing  with  ful- 
fillment with  the  years,  and  once  more 
I  find  supreme  justification  in  my  ad- 
venture nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  down  into  the  beautiful  hills  of 
southern    Ohio. 

After  the  Chatauqua  season  wife  and 
I  ventured  out  again  in  another  spirit 
of  tra'/el  which  took  us  down  the  St. 
Lawrence  via  Buffalo,  Niagra,  Toronto, 
to  Montreal  and  Quebec, —  this  latter 
portion  being  in  new  territory,  yet  a 
land  and  a  river  very  interesting  to  me 
since  my  reading  of  Parkman's  great 
histories  in  my  early  youth.

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Varsity   Appears  Best   In 
Years"-Time  Will  Tell 


With  a  squad  of  between  forty  and 
fifty  men  reporting-  to  him  about  the 
middle  of  September,  Coach  Peden 
busied  himself  in  the  work  of  teaching- 
fundamentals  to  the  "youngsters"  and 
in  putting  the  "veterans"  through  their 
training  paces.  After  three  weeks,  the 
latter  one  of  which  witnessed  the  first 
of  the  grueling,  grinding  practices,  he 
sent  his  men  against  the  heavy  team 
representing  Rio  Grande  College.  Al- 
though Rio  Grande  succeeded  in  scoring 
on  the  Pedenites  the  outcome  of  the 
game  was  never  in  doubt  and  the  Rio 
Grande  team  was  outclassed  in  every 
department.  Despite  the  fact  that  it 
was  the  first  game  of  the  season  and 
therefore  interrupted  by  numerous  sub- 
stitutions, and  to  the  added  fact  that  the 
final  quarter  was  played  in  a  rain  so 
heavy  that  individual  players  could  not 
be  identified,  from  the  bleachers,  the 
game  was  well  played  and  to  the  ap- 
parent satisfaction  of  the  large  crowd 
of  Ohio  rooters  in  attendance.  The 
score  was   19  to  6. 

A  week  following  the  Rio  Grande  me- 
lee, on  Oct.  10,  the  Green  and  White 
souad  journeyed  to  Granville  to  meet 
the  Denison  aggregation,  at  whose 
hands  in  former  years  Ohio  has  suffer- 
ed so  many  defeats.  This  time,  how- 
ever, Peden's  boys  were  not  to  be  de- 
nied their  good  time  and  they  proceeded 
to  whitewash  the  Baptists  to  the  tune 
of  27  to  0.  The  worst  defeat  that  either 
t^am  has  ever  administered  the  other. 
The  brief  review  necessary  here  will  not 
suffice  to  do  credit  to  the  team  on  this 
occasion.  No  doubt  it  drew  some  of  its 
inspiration  from  the  presence  of  the 
great  crowd  of  Ohio  supporters  in  the 
visitors'  stands.  It  was  an  oft-heard  re- 
mark that  there  were  more  Ohio  rooters 
on  their  side  than  there  were  Denis  ^n 
adherents  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
field.  Alumni  from  all  points  in  central 
Ohio  were  observed  at  the  game. 

Denison.  which  had  been  touted  as  a 
fairly  tough  worm  for  Ohio,  was  gob- 
bled and  completely  digested  with  little 
difficulty  whatever.  They  were  unable 
to  do  anything  against  the  Green  and 
White  either  offensively  or  defensively. 
Ohio  scored   its  first  touchdown   during 


the  opening  minutes  of  play  by  means 
of  a  long  forward  pass  and  a  few  line 
bucks.  Three  more  touchdowns  were 
scattered  throughout  the  remaining  pe- 
riods. Denison  was  permitted  but  one 
first  down  during  the  first  half  and  but 
three  during  the  entire  game,  while 
Ohio  walked  through  and  around  Coach 
Livingston's  team  almost  at  will.  O.  U. 
completed  six  of  its  first  seven  at- 
tempted passes.  No  individual  mention 
of  playe:'s  will  be  attempted  in  this  is- 
sue. It  may  be  said  of  the  team,  how- 
ever, that  Ohio  University  has  not  a 
had  a  smarter  nor  smoother  working 
football  team  in  several  years.  It  is 
unwise  to  predict  with  too  great  assur- 
ance, but  from  here  it  looks  as  though 
Ohio  University  would  be  among  the 
confe-ence  leaders  when  the  curtain  is 
finally  rung  down  on  the  season. 

On  Oct.  17,  the  team  goes  to  Toledo, 
Ohio,  for  a  game  with  Toledo  Univer- 
sity. It  is  not  expected  that  this  game 
will  result  in  an  upset  although  Coach 
Peden  will  take  no  chances.  On  Oct.  2i 
occu";3  the  game  of  games  with  Ohio 
Wesleyan.  The  latter  team  is  credited 
with  greater  strength  than  last  year— 
but  at  the  same  time  so  is  the  Ohio 
gang.  No  one  will  be  disappointed  who 
wants  to  see  the  fur  fly  and  the  game 
will  not  be  over  for  Ohio  until  the  final 
whistle  blows.

PASSES:  DEATH  SUDDEN 

Charles  Grant  Matthews,  B.  S.  '93, 
M.  S.,  '96,  aged  56,  for  more  than  twen- 
ty-five years  librarian  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Library,  died  at  his  home  in  Ath- 
ens, Aug.  5,  1925.  Death  was  due  to 
apoplexy.  Mr.  Matthews  was  stricken 
at  eight  o'clock  one  evening,  shortly 
after  motoring  and  chatting  with  his 
wife  and  friends,  and  died  early  the  fol- 
lowing morning. 

Mr.  Matthews  was  born  at  Pleasanton, 
Ohio,  in  1869.  He  matriculated  at 
Ohio  University  in  1889  and  received 
the  B.  S.  degree  in  '93.  The  following 
year  he  was  principal  of  the  high  school 
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at  Vancouver,  Wash.  He  then  return- 
ed to  Ohio  U.,  and  took  his  M.  S.  de- 
gree in  1896.  He  entered  the  library 
at  this  time  as  assistant  librarian.  Dur- 
ing 1904-05  he  attended  the  New  York 
State  Library  School.  Upon  his  re- 
turn to  Athens  in  the  latter  year  he  was 
made  chief  librarian,  a  position  which 
he  held  until  his  death. 

He  was  a  writer  of  note  and  publish- 
ed a  volume  of  poems  entitled  "The 
Ohio  Hills  Songs"  last  summer.  Most 
of  his  poetical  endeavour  was  inspired 
by  nature  and  he  was  also  widely  known 
for  his  work  in  nature  study  and  photo- 
graphy. His  poems  were  accepted  by 
publications  of  the  highest  ranking, 
some   of  them   having  appeared   in  the

Atlantic  Monthly.  His  name  appears 
among  those  as  winners  of  the  W.  D.

At  the  time 
of  his  settlement  in  Kansas  he  was  of- 
fered the  chair  of  English  at  Boher 
University.
